Outlook For Farm 
Prices 
Is Given

Cotton consumption in Ameri- 
, cun mills lor August to December 
31st showed an increase of 31 per 
cent 
over the same period in 
1935. This increase in consump- j 
lion coupled with relative small 
supply of cotton in private hands 
should m aintain cotton prices for 
the 1937 crop. 
Poultry and Eg vs. 
I 
Hens in January. 
1937. were 
laying 15 per cent more eggs than 
in January, 1936 and 10 per cent 
above the high record of Ja n ­ 
u a ry . 1932. Prices for 1937 will 
be dominated by storage stocks 
which are now high. If consumer 
di mand 
continues 
to 
increase 
¡there should be no large carry­ 
over to effect prices in fall of 
1937, and fall prices should exceed 
the prices of fall of 1932. 
Sheep and Wool. 
Supplies of domestic and for­ 
eign wool are limited, and wool 
prices should be maintained for 
several montlis at least. Due to 
a limited supply of lambs, prices 
arc expected to advance further 
during the remainder of the mar­ 
keting season. The increase of 
stock sheep on farms and ranches 
In Texas showed a 21 per cent in­ 
crease over 1936. 
Horses and Mules. 
Number of horses showed an 
j increase of 2 per cent during 1936 
and an increase in value of 6 4 
per cent. The number of mules 
show a decline of 6 per cent but 
an Increase in value of one-half 
of one per cent.
